Lithuanian police who heretofore 
have collaborated with Memel's au- 
tonomous force now will be regard- 
ed as private citizens. 

Political observers declared final 


decision as to any change in the 
territorial status of Memel, object 
ot German ambitions to expand 
along the Baltic, would be made in 
Berlin, not Memel. 

The Lithuanian Government 
which holds a somewhat nominal 
prvereignty over Memel awaited 
the return from Berus ot the Ger- 
man minister.

At the same time Hugh Cox, Jus- 
tice Department Attorney conduct- 
ing the hearing, said that the 
Owens-Illinois Co. had not licensed

The sentiment of growers of bur- 
ley and dark types of tobacco to- 
ward marketing quotas in 1939 will 
be tested next Saturday. 

Wallace declared the rice and to- 
bacco votes indicated the view of 
many farmers that these crops did 
not face sufficiently serious price 
and surplus situations to warrant 
use of marketing controls next year.

Maryland Decision. 

A provision for scholarships to 
enable Negroes to attend colleges 
outside the State, mainly for the 
purpose of professional studies, was 
found to be inadequate and the 
question, ‘whether with aid in any 
amount it is sufficient to send the 
Negroes outside the State for legal 
education,’ the Court of Appeals 
found it unn to discuss. Ac- 
cordingly, a writ of mandamus to 
admit the applicant was issued to 
the officers and regénts of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland as the agents 
of the State entrusted with the 
conduct of that institution. 


“The Supreme Court of Missouri. 


in the instant case has distinguished 
the decision in Maryland upon the 
grounds— (1) that in Missouri, but 
not in Maryland, there is ‘a legis- 
lative declaration of a purpose to 
establish a law school for Negroes 
at Lincoln Uinversity whenever 
necessary or practical,’ and (2) that, 
‘pending the establishment of such 
a school, adequate provision has 
been made for the legal education 
of Negro students in recognized 
schools outside of this State.’ 
Distinctions Overruled. 


“As to the first ground, it ap- 
pears that the policy of establish- 
ing a law school at Lincoln Uni- 
versity has not yet ripened into an 
actual establishment, and it can- 
not be said that a mere declara- 
tion of purpose, still unfulfilled, 
is enough. The provision for legal 
education at Lincoln is at present 
entirely lacking. Respondent's 
counsel urge that if, on the date 
when petitioner applied for admis- 
sion to the University of Missouri, 
he had instead applied to the cura- 
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LLOYD L. GAINES. 
tors of Lincoln University, it 
would have been their duty to es- 
tablish a law school; that this 
‘agency of the State,” to which he 
should have applied, was ‘specifi- 
cally charged with the mandatory 
duty to furnish him what he seeks.’ 
We do not read the opinion of the 
Supreme Court as construing the 
State statute to imposé such a 
‘mandatory duty’ as the argument 
seems to assert. The State court 
quoted the language of section 


9618, R. S. Mo. 1929, making it

where one desiring to practice law 
in Missouri can get ‘as sound, com- 
prehensive, valuable legal education’ 
as in the University of Missouri; 
that the system of education in the 
former is the same as that in the 
latter and is designed to give the 
students a basis for the practice of 
law in any state where the Anglo- 
American system of law obtains; 
that the law school of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri does not specialize 
in Missouri law and that the course 
of study and the case books used 
in the five schools are substantially 
identical. Petitioner insists that 
for one intending to practice in 
Missouri there are special advan- 


tages in attending a law school 
there; both in relation to the oppor- 
tunities for the particular study of 
Missouri law and for the observa- 
tion of the local courts, and also in 
view of the prestige of the Missouri 
law school among the citizens of 
the State, his prospective clients. 

“Proceeding with its examination 
of relative advantages, the State 
court found that the differences in 
distances to be traveled afforded 
no substantial ground of complaint 
and that there was an adequate ap- 
propritaion to meet the full tuition 
fees which petitioner would have to 
pay. 

The Basic Consideration. 


“We think that these matters are 
beside the point.. The basic con- 
sideration is not as to what sort of 
opportunities other states provide, 
or whether they are as good as 
those in Missouri, but as to what 
opportunities Missouri itself fur- 
nishes to white students and denies 
to Negroes solely upon the ground 
of color. 

“The admissibility of laws sepa- 
rating the races in the enjoyment 


| Of privileges afforded by the State 


rests wholly upon the equality of 
the privileges which the laws give 
to the separated groups within the 
State. The question here is not of 
a duty of the State to supply legal 


training, or of the quality of the 


training which it does supply, but 
of its duty when it provides such 
training to furnish it to the resi- 
dents of the State upon the: basis 
of an equality of right.

In that situation 
the remedy’ by mandamus was 
found to be a proper one in Univer- 
sity vs. Maryland.

Giants Make Their Breaks. 
Stout Steve, who rates this the 

best Giant team he’s coached and 
a more alert club than the 1927 
team he played on and which gave 
up only 20 points, did a masterful 
job. The Packers’ 17 points were 
the most scored on the New York- 
ers by any club this season. He 
had his team at its peak for its 
three most vital games: The 15-3 
conquest of the Packers Nov. 20, 
the 36-0 rout of Washington last 
Sunday that clinched the Eastern 
title, and yesterday’s final triumph. 

Having proved the best defensive 
team in the league during the reg- 

ular season, the Giants were ex- 
pected to play for the breaks. Ac- 
tually they made them, blocking 
two kicks and recovering a fum- 
ble to set up a field goal and the 
first two touchdowns. Then they 
showed they also could put on a 
, sustained drive by marching 61 
, yards to the winning score. That 
was made on Ed Danowski’s sec- 
ond touchdown. pass, after a field 
goal had given Green Bay a short- 
lived 17-16 lead. 

The Giants’ starting line, which 
played without relief for all but a 
few minutes, split the honors of the 
day with Danowski, the league’s 
best passer; Tuffy Leemans and 
Ward Cuff. Leemans danced 23 
yards in three plays for the first 
tally and Cuff booted the field 
goal and kicked two extra points. 

Players Split Profits. 

But the big winner was pro foot- 
ball. It proved again that hard 
cash (the Giants’ share of the 
pool was $460 each and the packers’ 
$337) is a sound replacement for 
college spirit; that its own rules 
(forward passing from anywhere 
behind the line of scrimmage, goal 
posts on the goal line, running with 
recovered fumbles, and its own 
policies (punting to the safety man 
instead of to the sideline, running 
plays into the open and very few 
of them into the line) make for a 
far more spectacular game. 

As for the collegians, any college 
team would be a sucker to get on 
the same field with the Giants—or 
Green Bay, for that matter.

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HITLER’S NEW TRIUMPH. 

Adolf Hitler has won another victory, this time 
in the Diet elections in Memel, the area within Lith- 
uania upon which he has long cast covetous eyes. 
Nazi methods of agitation and terror played a part 
in the vote, and the growing power of the Reich also 
helped make the outcome a foregone conclusion. The 
whole troubled situation, however, goes back to one 
of the weak-kneed compromises made by the vic- 
torious Powers after the war, when Lithuania was 
given sovereignty over a predominantly German re- 
gion, while autonomy was bestowed upon the area 
itself, 

One of the first agitations launched by Hitler after 
his rise to power was directed against Lithuania. At 
that time, however, the Fuehrer had not tested his 
technique of threats and aggression; the attitude of 
other Powers toward attacks upon a weaker neigh- 
bor was an unknown quantity. Now the Austrian 
and Czech conquests have proved that few if any 
obstacles will be placed in the Nazi path, and Memel 
is within Hitler’s grasp whenever he decides to act. 
Tiny Lithuania can offer no opposition to a coup 
within Memel or a Nazi march across the frontier, 
and no other country can be expected to lift a finger. 

Hitler is utilizing another opportunity created for 
him by the post-war settlement. The Memel vote 
signifies an increase in the territory and power of 
that major menace to world peace, Greater Germany. 
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Jimmie Roosevelt is reported to have blown his 
first year’s salary as a movie ‘executive in a fur 
coat for his wife.

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ILLINOIS’ WAR ON SLOT MACHINES.

HAT, in your opinion, is a revolution- 

ary utterance? 5 

There was a man, beloved by some, 
detested by others, who said: 

“The country, with its institutions, be- 
longs to the people who inhabit it. .When- 
ever they shall grow weary of the existing 
Government, they can exercise their consti- 
tutional rights of amending it, or their rev- 
olutionary right to dismember or overthrow 

Is that “Red”? 

When a Columbia professor asked a num- 
ber of persons who they thought made that 
statement, some said Lenin, some Stalin; 
and -they added that they disagreed strong- 
ly with it. When the professor told them 
that Abraham Lincoln said it, they became 
thoughtful and admitted it was true. 

What, then, is a revolutionary utterance? 
Does it depend on who speaks or on the 
idea he expresses or on the attitude of the 
listeners? This is no academic question. It 
involves the big problem of freedom of 
speech. Freedom of speech is one of the 
civil liberties, and on our maintenance of 


the civil liberties depends our democracy. 


There is no better place to seek data 
on the civil liberties than in the office and 


_ files of the American Civil Liberties Union. 


Founded shortly after the World War as a 
reaction against war-time emergency legis- 
lation, this extraordinary organization, 
unique to America, is denounced by many 
as “Red” and supported by many others as 
a necessary public servant. 

Dveryone who examines its work, how- 
ever, admits that it is diligent and active 
and a propaganda organization of very un- 
usual ability. It has the knack of throw- 
ing the spotlight on any given .situation— 
as currently on Mayor Hague. It is impor- 
tant for us to know this self-styled Civil 
Liberties Union, which undertakes to pre- 
serve our most cherished rights. 

+ * * 


The union has an office of several rooms 
on Union Square in New York City. The 
work is managed by Director Roger N. 
Baldwin, who receives a salary of $3000, 

The directors and national committeemen 
include 18 lawyers, 17 professors and teach- 
ers, six. business men, five social workers, 
five union executives, one union organ- 
izer. In. political complexion, they show 
17 Democrats, 10 Socialists, four Repub- 
licans, one Communist and 52 independents. 

The union’s annual budget averages $30,- 
000, which is contributed by over 5000 peo- 
ple (an average gift of $6). 

Originally the conception of Mr. Baldwin, 


the Union can hardly be discussed without 


some words about its dynamic director. 
Mr, Baldwin is a. former resident of St. 
Louis, but by birth a New Englander, of 


earliest American ancestry. He is a man 


in the middle forties, of remarkable energy 
and executive ability and with a conscious, 
complete, well-rounded philosophy. 

Setting out from the start to defend the 
civil liberties, the union has hewn to the 
line ag closely as human fallibility permits. 
Inevitably, it became the defender of the 
underdog; because it is he whose liberties 


are most frequently infringed. No one mux 


zles a Senator or a bank president. It is 
charged that the union defends only Reds; 
the union replies that it does not make 


. speech, 


up its cases, that they are made for it by 
those who violate the civil liberties. It does 
defend Communists; it also defends, for ex- 
actly the same reason, Nazis and the Ku 
Klux Klan—defends not their doctrines but 
their liberty to make them known. 

Once a case is accepted, the Union’s pow- 
erful machinery is set in motion. Court 
records are obtained; the able lawyers of 
the union sift them out, prepare answering 
papers and briefs, conduct the case in the 
court. Meanwhile, the publicity department 
goes to werk. Often the publicity is as 
valuable as the legal steps, especially when 
the case is a flagrant one. Would-be local 


, dictators hate the spotlight. 


From its office in New York the Union 
handles approximately 200 cases a year, At 
any given time it has from 30 to 80 active 
jobs on hand. Its branches handle perhaps 
as many more local cases, 

The union’s most famous achievement 
is one of its most clear-cut—the Scopes 


“monkey” trial in Tennessee in 1925. But 


no civil-liberties issue which has ever come 
before the country has been more funda- 
mental than one which has been raised by 
the National Labor Relations Board. When 
the board rebukes Henry Ford for telling 
his men not to join the union, is it inter- 
fering with Ford's freedom of speech or 
is it not? 
* * * 

The Wagner Act is the law of the land. It 
forbids employers to coerce employes on the 
issue of joining a union. The Labor Board 


‘believes that any utterance from an em- 


ployer to his men on the subject of unions 
must of necessity be coercive, because of 
the economic position the employer occu- 
pies with relation to his employes. This 
theory holds that, since the Wagner Act 
is the law and forbids coercion, the Labor 
Board is right in charging Henry Ford with 
violating the law when he speaks out on 
the subject of unions. 

Head on with this idea clashes the con- 
viction that freedom of speech is freedom of 
whether Henry Ford’s or John 
Lewis’, that to forbid a man freedom of 
speech because he occupies a certain eco- 
nomic position is iniquitous. 

The Civil Liberties Union has met the 
issue. In the summer of 1938, the Union 
made representations to the National Labor 
Relations Board, pointing out that the 
NLRB finding in the Ford case left reason- 
able doubt as to the status of the employ- 
er’s freedom of speech. The Union asked 
permission to have its own representative at 
the hearings of the case, in order to present 
a brief on the civil-liberties issue involved. 

This was a step of first-rate significance, 
not only in the administration of the Wag- 


ner Act but in the protection of civil lib- 


erties, Too, it was a clear reply to those 


who charge that the Civil Liberties Union 


defends only Reds. 

Despite an occasional lapse, however, the 
thoughtful student of our democracy can 
find few pieces of work more worth doing 
than the work the Civil Liberties Union has 
undertaken for the past 20 years. If some 
quarrel with the way the union does that

Ust actively in the fight and thereby add 


‘their own more conservative element. 


REQUENTLY recurring reports that 

Justice Louis D. Brandeis contemplates 
resignation from the United States Supreme 
Court to lead a movement for relief of op- 
pressed Jews will cause concern in the 
minds of Americans who have followed with 
growing admiration his distinguished judi 
cial services. 

His recent conferences with President 
Roosevelt and the extreme distress of mind 
caused by the sufferings of his people, 
under the iron heel of brutal persecutors, 
give substance to the belief that he may 
abandon the bench and, notwithstanding 
his advanced age, assume the militant 
leadership of a cause close to his heart. 

Justice Brandeis is the last of that great 
triumvirate of Justices who, during an era 
when every tendency in government was in 
the direction of conservatism and even re 
action, strove consistently to make the fun- 
damental law a medium of progress toward 
enlightenment, rather than a shackle that 
bound the nation to the past. 

Justice Holmes was the first to go, and 
he has recently been followed by Justice 
Cardozo. Those who watched with hope 
while these three Justices upheld the high 
est concepts of legal principles would regret 
to see Justice Brandeis leave the bench. 

Nevertheless, he can be spared now more 
readily than at any time since Woodrow 
Wilson, braving the storm of protest 
aroused by the appointment, named him 4s 
a member of the Supreme Court. His ideals 
of justice and his constitutional philosophy, 
which so long reflected minority opinion, 
are now accepted by a majority of the court, 
In fact, even the most steadfast reactions 
aries hesitate to challenge them. Regard- 
less of whether he remains on the court 
or leaves, they will survive. As a jurist 
his great work is done. 

It is.seldom indeed that men, no matter 
how great their abilities or their repute, are 
granted opportunities for notable publie 
service after four-score years. Such an 
opportunity now comes to Justice Brandeis 
in the twilight of his life. 

In all America there is no man who could 
bring to the task of saving the refugees 
from barbarism greater sympathy, under 
standing and prestige than Justice Brandeis. 
Perhaps, at this crisis in the affairs of his 
people, this is where his duty lies.

Krug 
said other factors which make pri- 
vate rates higher than public in- 
cluded: Service and management 
fees, high construction overhead, 
“excessive” prices paid to buy out 
public plants and “watering the 
capital structure.” 

Representatives of power com- 
panies and some other witnesses 
have told the committee during its 
long hearings that TVA’s rates are 
not a fair measure of the cost of 
producing electricity. They have 
contended there were “hidden sub- 
sidies” and that too little of TVA’s 
total cost had been charged to its 
power producing functions. 

TVA’'s top salaries are $10,000 a 
year. 

Says. High Rates Restrict Use. 

“It may be,” Krug told the com- 
mittee, “that utility companies have 
grown beyond the size which yields 
maximum economies of distribu- 
tion. And, finally, whatever other 
causes may be applicable, it is 
clear that, to a large extent this 
large difference reflects the high 
unit costs which result from the 
policy of restricting the use of 
electricity by charging high rates 
for service. 

“A few private companies have 
discovered that low rates are pos- 
sible without sacrifice of profits. 
In order to demonstrate this fact 
on a large scale, the Government, 
through TVA, has been experiment- 
ing to determine the relationship 
between low price and high use. 
That experiment has been conduct- 
ed, and its success should remove 
whatever uncertainties may here- 
tofore have restrained rate reduc- 
tions by privately owned utilities.” 

ä Factors in Tardstick. 

Krug contended that TVA’s 
wholesale and retail rates took into 
account all cost factors, including 
allowances for taxes and interest. 

“There is more to TVA's ‘yard- 
stick’ than rates, he said. Stand- 
ards of public service are also in- 
volved. 

“More important yet is the yard- 
stick of mass production and mass 
consumption, and the relation be- 
tween electricity rates and use. It 
is time for publicly and privately 
owned electric systems alike to 
learn that low rates pay.”

DIAGNOSIS: One of the greatest causes 
| of economic imbalance and business depres- 
sion is the fact that we lean too heavily on the bounties of nature, such 
as our coal and oll deposits. It would be much easier for us to main- 
tain a stable economic order if we had to create all of those things 
which we consume. 

For example, if our 6,000,000 farmers helped produce the fuel for our 
automobiles, it would lead to less imbalance than to have a few thou- 
sand oil workers pump it from the ground. If all the claims for the 
dilution of gasoline with grain alcohol are correct, it seems that this 
plan would serve as a good fly wheel to smooth out.the action of our 
economic machine. : 

When grain is at a premium in drouth years and prices thereof 
are high, then we could reduce the alcoholic content of gasoline.. In 
years of oversupply, however, we could take up the slack by adding up 
to 10 per cent of alcoho] to our gasoline. *

UNDER THIS PLAN we spread out the production of an essential 
in modern society. Besides we don’t seriously cripple the gasoline busi- 
ness, for at most we'd reduce it by not over 10 per cent. And every dis- 
tributor and filling station dealer would still have the same volume of 
business, so they'd not notice the change at all. . 

Isn't it better to let 6,000,000 farmers profit from the gasoline busi- 
ness, even if it meant a 10 per cent cut for a few thousand oll opera- 
tors? And it would help conserve our oll deposits for future genera- 
tions. 

This plan fits in with the modern emphasis on the chemurgy pro- 
gram, which seems psychologically sound. It is not wise to penalize 
inventive genius and hard work.
